A cablegram asking ths privilege 
of entering three American skiiers 
was sent to the Erench Olympic com¬ 
mittee yesterday by Secretary Fred¬ 
erick Rublen. of the American Olym¬ 
pic committee. 

The letter's notion followed the re¬ 
ceipt of a French measoge which 
caused the dropping of Anders Han¬ 
son. Kdward Haugen and Karl Omt- 
vedt from the list of skiiers sliglble 
to represent America. 

Several years ago. according to the 
American Olympic officials.

The 
Government la at the present time, 
rapidly replacing unsuitable Institu¬ 
tions with well equipped school bulld- 
Inra. residence* and barrts. A de¬ 
partment architect gives the major 
portion of his time and .energy to fhe 
erection of institutions that ip**l the 
requirements for our Indian ward*. 
At the present writing, forty-seven of 
the seventy-four Indian residential 
schools are lighted Electrically, heated 
by one unit, and are equipped with 
modern pluikblng.

WAITED TWO YEARS

Nothing Is to be hoped for from 
the Fall sowing of mangels. KaI© is 
very hardy and may be seeded at any 
time except In very late season. 
Sugar beets promise well. Carrots 
*re worthy further trial. Turnips, If 
hardy enough to Winter, go to seed 
in early Spring, while rape, though 
not promising, may have possibilities. 

The most of the field roots If sown 
too late, are sure to Winter-kill, and 
if sown too early thrown up a flower 
stalk and go to seed before they have 
reached sufficient siae to make them 
of any value from the feeding stand¬ 
point. 

At present the Fall seeding of roots 
is not to be recommended, and the 
future for the work is none too

VETERAN BRIDGE MAN 

Pat Carroll, who was bridge watch- 
man during the whole perloo of the 
draw span,, and who ,1s now at the 
baggage department of the Kaqui- 
malt and Nanaimo Railway, has sofne 
interesting tales to relate with regard 
to the bridge. In 1896 after the Point 
Ellice bridge disaster, permission was 
given th© city to plaqk It, and use the 
roadway, but th© horses were to be 
walked. 1 This did not suit the team¬ 
sters of that generation, and they 
started^ trotting their horses. The 
privilege was withdrawn, and in con¬ 
sequence the public were forced until 
the new bridge was ready to go out 
by the Gorge Road for vehicular traf¬ 
fic. Th© point Was argued In later 
years in the light of th© wording of 
the Order-in-Council of August, 1887, 
authorising the bridge, but the re¬ 
striction to pedestrian traffic re¬ 
mained.
